Dahlias  like- the  sun,  ‘'^^0  ^ 
rlent  3g;  ft.  apart  and  6  in.  deep  in  sandy  soil  or  3^  -  4  in.  deb??°TrL- 
heavy  soil.  Large  flowering  types  usually' need  support  so  af ter"raYlngC^°'-'’ 
tne  tuber  flat  with  eye  up  drive  your  stake  near  the  neck,  firm  well  and 
coyer  with  soil.  (Pompoms  and  miniatures  do  not  usually  need  support), 

Uater  well  at  planting  then^ sparlingly  if  any  until  the  shoot  apoears 
(about^4  weeks),  when^ watering  may  be  resumed.  If  the  shoot  does  not  sho- 
investigate,  remembering  that  too  much  water  or  water  pockets  will  cause 
tuoers  to  rot.  Start  cultivating  soon  after  shoot  appears,  the  fibrous 
roots  are  near  the  surface.  IVhen  buds  appear  you  may  start  fertilizing 
ana  dis-budding  if  you  want  long  stems.  Those  fertilizers  which  contain 
phosphates  and  potash  are  best,  such  as  ’  PLMT-GHEM>  .  although  compost, 
manure  or  peat  help  to  feed  the  plant  and  to  retain  the  moisture.
